Helping Hands Stretched Out By Sal- 
vation Army Workers to the 
Despairing. 

Many anti-suicide clnbs in the 
stare of Kentucky are quietly carry- 
ing on the work of inducing people not 
to take their own lives. 

't hese clubs are among the Salvation 
Army's many agencies for grappling 
with moral and social problems. Prac- 
tically every active Salvation Army 
corps in the state has one of these 
clubs— whether the agency bears the 
name of "Anti-Suicide Club" or not 

State Army officials report that local 
Salvation Army officers frequently are 
notified of cases of attempted suicide, 
or t'f those suffering from morbid im- 
pulses. Particulars In these cases come 
i-.nn police, relatives of the distressed 
persons, or through other agencies 

Solvation Army officers, when they 
hear in a case o? a person beiug oa the 
verge of taking his own life, immedi- 
ately call on the person and give what 
advice or relief is necessary. By talk- 
ing things over with the Salvation 
Ari'iy officer, the person gets a differ- 
ent viow of things and often concludes 
that life is worth while. • 

This is one of the many agencies for 
good in the work of the Salvation 
Army, whose Home Service Campaign 
is 011 in Kentucky, May 10-20.
